But Not Noticeably 
Different from Mates

THE CLOTHES acted wears af- | 


fect his personality. If he supposes 
they are very different in styie from 
those worn by most of his playmates, 
even though his clothes are much 


more expensive, he may feel infe- 
rior.

him feel uncomfortable without his 
knowing why.

How They’re Acquired 


“No doubt most worries and sen- | 


sitiveness of children about clothes, 
especially of adolescent children, 
are acquired by the expressed anx- 


ieties of their parents and other | 


adults with whom they mingle. ... 
Parents of average and very lim- 
ited means are inclined to dress 


their children better than they can | 


afford, thus laying the foundation 
of an unreasonable expectation in 
these matters. ... Some children, be- 
fore school age, are forever teasing 
their parents to purchase clothes 
like those a playmate has. Eternal 


strife to keep up with the Joneses i 


brings endless grief to contestants 
lagging far behind, and in the race 


the also-rans are the keenest suf- | 


ferers from humiliation that may 
linger longer... . 

“The child who wears a fine qual- 
ity of clothes, bought at unreason- 
able personal sacrifice by his par- 
ents or some otner person, comes to 
expect continued sacrifices from 
them, and loses to that degree an 
appreciation of the cost entailed and 
the experience needful to self-prep- 
aration for earning his own clothes 
and by. Then, with these un- 
healthy standards set and the low 
standards of self-aequirement cul- 
tivated in the child, he is doomed to 
suifer when left to go it alone. Then, 
the consciousness of clothes and the 
sutfering incident to the inability to 
atford the kind he has been trained 
to have will be almost immeasur-
